“The first translation of the New! 
Testament into English was made in| 
1525 by William Tyndale, an English | 
tutor. Tyndale’s translation both in} 
form and in substance follows faith- 
fully the earlier\translations into the 
German by Luther. The King James 
and Revised Versions published in 
1611 and 1881, respectively, are based 
upon Tyndale’s effort. 7

And we shall not have surpassed 
the Middle Ages until we shall have 
erected a more beautiful cathedral 
than that of Rheims, painted a more 
inspiring canvass than the picture of 
the Adoration of the Lamb, and writ- 
ten a poem more powerful than the
